Of interest to those campaigning for a domestic 
synthetic rubber industry is a report issued a t the 
request of Governor Green, covering the resource« 
of the sta te of Illinois. 
It was compiled by Charles 
M. Thompson, dean of the college of commerce and ; 
business administration of the sta te university, and j 
Morris M. Leighton, chief of the geological survey | 
division. 
The report is so comprehensive and com- 
plete tha t no conclusions or recommendations seem 
to have been necessary. 
It speaks for itself, 
Synthetic rubber making would require a gri­ 
cultural products such as corn or other crops from 
which alcohol could be distilled; or it would require 
oil fields or pipe lines to transport oil. 
Also there 
would be a need for industrial organizations, a good j 
supply of working men, plus rail and water tra ns­ 
portation and terminals. 
Illinois has all these ta-1 


cilities, and more. 
Illinois raised 
101 million bushels of corn in j 
1941, had an estimated production of 425 million 
bushels in 1912, and produced an annual average 
of 396 million bushels from 1937 to 1941 
The sta te 
across the river, Iowa produced about 152 million 
bushels in 1911— but you ought to sec what Illinois j 
does about soybeans. 
In 1913 Illinois produced 19 million bushels of 
soybeans, while Iowa produced only about 17 mil­ 
lion bushels.

This kind of publicity approach 
to the battle must have been de­ 
signed to weaken German morale 
by publicly confronting Hitler with 
the fa cts of his predicament. The 
Germans have generally followed 
that course ito-with.

Unfortunately, ifiis propaganda 
reached our own people as well as

when he failed to smash through 
into the lower Caucasus—and that 
„we-ought to be able to dispose of 
the nazi all-highest by the end of 
this year. 
“Most observers and 
military 
people with whom I have 
talk ed 
feel that Japan should fall by the 
end of 19 44, if not sooner”. 
The veteran analyst and foreign 
correspondent left New York last 
September, 
and 
flew across the 
North 
Atlantic to Ireland. 
He 
spent five week s in England, then 
went to Lisbon and down the wrest 
coast of Africa. Flying across Af­ 
rica to Cairo, 
he remained 
five 
week s in Egypt and on the Libyan 
front 
with 
the British 
Eighth 
Army. Enroute to Chungk ing, he 
paused in Palestine and in India. 
A fter three week s in India, on 
the return route, he visited Iran. 
He made the aerial 
journey 
from Bassra. 
Iraq , to 
Miami in 
the speedy time of five and one- 
half days, arriving here yesterday. 


P l a n s S e n t * « o f C o l u m n s 
Mack enzie, 
who cabled timely 
reports to his readers

To use a term of 
which Herr Hitler himself is very 
fond, it must mean the •annihila­ 
tion’ of the German army”. 
“That is to say”, he continued, 
“the German forces 
must be so 
thoroughly crushed that they can­ 
not fight again. Capture of ter­ 
ritory 
means 
nothing—destruc­ 
tions of Hitler's military strength j 
is everything. 
“This 
presumably 
means the 
opening 
up of the 
long-awaited 
second 
front, so

the nazi 
fighting machine can

between the Russian forces in the 
east and the other allied forces in 
the west.

So poverty-stricken have some 
of the 
neutral 
nations of the 
world become that they are no 
longer 
interested 
in 
receiving 
even U. S. dollars. 
If that looks like a contradic­ 
tion and an impossibility, maybe 
a little explanation will clear up 
this most curious of all crazy sit­ 
uations in this cockeyed world. 
Normally, every 
country 
wants 
U. S. dollars and if it, has any­ 
thing to sell, it wil’ peddle for as 
many dollars as it can get. 
But 
that situation no longer obtains. 
What these countries like Spain 
and 
Portugal. 
Turkey, 
Sweden, 
Switzerland. North Africa and the 
Argentine want more than dol­ 
lars are goods 
with 
which to 
stock the shelves of their own 
stores, goods which they can sell 
to their own people. 
The result 
is that an old-fashioned barter— 
an exchange of U. S. kerosene and 
gasoline for whatever the neutral 
natoins may have an excess of is 
a lot more welcome than U. S. 
cash on the barrel head. 
This is 
the 
situation 
which 
agents of the U. S. Commercial 
Corporation, 
doing 
preemptive 
buying all over the world, arc 
meeting 
up 
with, 
increasingly. 
This U. S. Commercial Corpora­ 
tion, a government-owned subsid­ 
iary company operating with Re­ 
construction Finance Corporation 
money under State 
Department 
and Board of Economic Warfare 
fclessing and directive, has as its 
principal job the buying up of 
things that Germany also wants. 
But more 
and more frequently 
now, it is not the amount of money 
Germany or the U. S. offers tnat 
decides which country will get 
the goods, but what in place of 
money is offered for exchange. 
* 
* 
* 
GOLD BESTS DOLLARS 
Perhaps the most valuable com­ 
modity which the U. S. can offer 
is petroleum. 
The United States 
hasn’t any too much to spare, as 
you may have heard, but Germany 
hasn't any to spare and countries 
like Spain and Portugal and North 
Africa haven’t any at all. 
To get 
the metals and other war mate­ 
rials moving to port where they 
can be shipped to 
the 
United 
States, it becomes necessary to 
feed a few low-grade petroleum 
products into 
these 
countries— 
kerosene for lamps and stoves, 
gasoline to keep trucks moving, 
oil to keep transportation rolling. 
But here creeps in an element 
of danger. 
U more than just 
enough U. S. petroleum is ex­ 
ported to these countries, some of 
it may leak to Germany. 
Here 
the agents of the U. S. Commer­ 
cial Corporation get another im­ 
portant job— keeping 
track 
of 
how U. S. petroleum supplies are 
consumed and that there will be 
no re-exports to the axis. 
An im­ 
portant diplomatic factor in all 
this is to fortify Spanish 
and 
Portuguese resolve and ability to 
remain neutral—a condition just 
as important to the United Na­ 
tions as it is to the two coun­ 
tries themselves. 
• 
* 
* 
RE-EXPORT SAFEGUARDS 
All sorts of safeguards have 
been thought up to prevent re­ 
export. 
Instead of shipping in 
needed drugs like atabrine in bulk, 
the tablets are packaged in doses 
to permit widest possible distri­ 
bution. 
If any leaks to the axis, 
it will be only in one or two-pill 
lots. 
There is an over-all check 
on exports right in the United 
States. 
Before anyone can ex­ 
pert anything, permit must be ob­ 
tained from the Board of Econ­ 
omic Warfare, and navicerts is­ 
sued to permit loading. 
Another field 
of 
operations 
where disinterest in U. S. dollars 
has been most apparent is North 
Africa, 
It is reported obvious in 
even the lowest class workmen. 
Offer them silver and they’ll keep 
on loafing. 
Offer them a cigaret, 
and they’ll work their heads off. 
Board of 
Economic 
W aif are 
people will argue that just as im­ 
portant as the military aspects of 
the North 
African 
occupation 
were the 
economic 
factors—the 
shutting off from the axis of all 
kinds of supplies which they need 
in the worst possible way—iron 
ores, fruits, vegetable oils, wheat, 
wool. 
The axis has bled North Africa 
white, put it in rags. 
Everything 
that was loose was exported and 
nothing was sent in for exchange. 
African shops had nothing to sell, 
so what good was money to the 
natives? 
The answer to that was 
in part a deal whereby a Brazil­ 
ian surplus of cheap cotton cloth 
was rushed to North Africa to 
stock up the bazaars. 
It was far 
more valuable than money could 
ever be, to get 
trade 
moving 
again, to start up the country’s 
economy.
